CHAPTER 144.

AN ACT to amend an act, entitled, *an act to
incorporate the village of Sheboygan Falls.”

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represenied
in senate and assembly, do enact as follows:

SecTiON 1. Subdivision 23rd, of section 11, of
chapter 280, of the private and local laws of 1854,
is hereby amended by striking out the words,
“two days,” where they first occur in said subdi-
vision, and inserting in lieu thereof the words,
*‘one day,” and by striking out the words, “two
dollars,” in the subdmsmn, and inserting in lieu
thereof the words, *“one dollar and fifty cents,” so
that when amended the subdivison will read as
follows: 23rd. To tax every male resident of said
village above the age of twenty-one years, and
under the age of fifty years, one day’s labor or
in lieu thereof, a sum not exceeding one dollar
and fifty cents in money, to be appropriated to
improving the roads and streets of said village,
under the directions of such person or persons as
they may appoint.

SectioN 2. This act shall take effect and be in
force from and after its passage and publication.
